As employees of the farms bent every effort to save 146 
sheep, four horses and a cow housed in the frame structure, 
flames licked swiftly at the building and its harvest contents 
and machinery, eating in their fiery rush 80 tons of hay, seven; 
or eight tons of straw, huge quantities of feed placed in I he 
lower section for the sheep, and valuable equipment.

hours, with Newtown firemen and tin ii* 
equipment not leaving the site until 
one o ’clock this morning. 
Realizing 
the danger should sparks drift in the 
wind to wagon houses and other struc­ 
tures in the immediate vicinity, the 
fire-lighters spent every effort to p r e - 1 
vent further damage. 
The blaze, which attracted a few 
thousand people to the scene during 
tile height of the blaze, and during the 
hours which followed, is said to have 
been caused by the bnek-firiag of a 
tractor, which John McNabb, farmer 
at that farm, and his son. Flank, were 
replacing in the barn after use. Bales 
of straw on the main floor immediately 
became prey for the spai ks, and flames 
leaped sw iftly to the mows above, set­ 
ting the tuns upon tons of hay and 
straw afire. 
Sounding an immediate alarm, other 
workmen from iliat farm, and from 
other of til*’ Tyler places adjoining, as 
well as neighbors, rushed to tilt* assist 
alice of the McNabbs. 
Hurried calls 
were sent to fire' companies in nearby 
communities, with the result that New­ 
town, Richboro, Langhorne, ►Southamp­ 
ton, Trevose and Trevose Heights fire­ 
men were soon on the scene with ap­ 
paratus. 
Of tho large number of sheep in the 
barn, 14C only two were lost, so q u i 'k

tare were also led to safety. A large 
number of cattle were in the barr 
when the fire broke out, and w en 
in safety.
